Tho situation in Rome is so critical 


that the troops have been confined to 
I heir barracks, a measure of precau- 
tion that will enable the in to be hastily 
dispatched to any part of the city 
should their 'services be necessary to 
quell disturbances. Tho university has 
(men closed, tho authorities fearing 
that the hot-headed students would 
attempt to make a demonstration 
nhifh, in the present condition of the 
popular temper might lend to serious 
rioting. Despite the precautions taken, 
however, there were several disturb- 
ances last night, but the police were 
»ble to handle the crowd without call- 
IUK upon the military for aid. A num- 
ber of arrests were miidp for disor- 
derly conduct. 
' The popular indignation is directed 
against Signor Crispi and the other 
ministers, who, rightly or wrongly, 
are held to be responsible for the dis- 
grace that has befallen the Italian 
army. Ah a matter of fact, however, 
Signor Crispi did not, at first, approve 
of the country's embarking upon the 
hazardous undertaking of conquering 
the Ayssinlans, and it was only due to 
the pressure exerted upon him that 
caused him to support the policy of 
•expanding the Italian possessions in 
Africa 


This fact counts for little now, and 


the prima minister's enemies, of whom 
tie has a great number, took occasion 
of the popular feeling to incite the 
whole Italian people so far as to pour 
.out the vials of their wrath upon Sig. 
Crispi and his colleagues in the minis- 
.ry. Their success was marked, and It 
s feared now that the storm they have 
-aised will assume such proportions 
-.hat It will indeed be a hard task for 
"he king to secure airy man to under- 
.ake the formation of a new cabinet. 
There is a probability that his majesty 
will be forced to request Sig. -Crisp! to 
:igain assume office, in which event 
here wjll be a further and still louder 
outcry against him. 


The calling out of the reserves of 


1873 to serve with the colors has«|so 
;idded to the dissatisfaction, and in 
:,oine instances has been one of the 
.auees that have led to the disorderly 
demonstrations. These reserves are

'igv. They believe that i a decisive 
slow is not inflicted upon the Abys- 
,iniaos, tbe latter will eventually drive 
'he Italians out of Erythrea. 


The scene in the chamber of depu- 


ties yesterday was one to be long re- 
membered. 


Long before the hour of opening the 
hamber, enormous crowds of people 
thronged the vicinity and practically 
surrounded the building. As time 
went on the crowds increased, and the 
excitement of the populace grew more 
intense. The streets in the vicinity of 
the chamber were patrolled by troops, 
who experienced difficulty in making 
their way through the packed tbor- 
. onghfares. The members of the min- 
istry, in proceeding to the chamber, 
evaded the crowd as much as possible. 
When Sig. Baccelli, minister of public 
instruction, arrived in the chamber he 
was hissed by the opposition deputies, 
and cheered by those who adhere to 
the ministry. 


The sitting of the chamber was ol 


the wildest character, the uproar be- 
ginning as soon as the chamber wai 
called to order. Sig. Crispi announce* 
the resignation of the cabinet ant 
Mated that the resignations had been 
.iccepted by the king. This announce- 
ment was received with prolonged ani 
passionate applause. The members o 


the extreme left shouted insults a1 
Sig-. Crispi, but the premier preserved/ 
his temper, and when he was enabled 
to obtain a hearing, declared with 
great firmness that the ministry, "until 
the nomination of their successors, 
would retain office and maintain pub- 
lic order. 


The mcnibera of the extreme left 


gave notice of their intention to intro- 
duce a motion demanding the impeach 
mcnt of Premier Crispi and the mem 
hers of the ministry. 


The uproar continued 
throughout 


the sitting with more or less volnme, 
ant the scenes of excitement and dis- 
order were renewed when the presi- 
dent declared the sitting ended. 


Meanwhile the crowds outside were 


shouting, cheering, cursing, hissing, 
howling and groaning. Ten arrests 
weie made by the police of men who 
hissed members of the ministry as 
they came out of the chamber, but the 
hissing and howling continued just 
^ttie' same. The ministers paid no at- 
tention to the crowd, but, escorted by 
police^ entered their carriages and were 
driven rapidly away. 
r Lust 
night the 
demonstrations 


against Sig. Crispi became more ener- 
getic, and the outlook was very threat- 
ening. Great crowds gathered in the 
streets, and 
socialist and radical 


orators, mounting steps, boxes or,any- 
thing that would lift them above the 
level of the mobs, passionately ha- 
rangued them, pointing out that all 
tlie evil that has befallen Italy came 
from the maladministration of the 
present cabinet. The prime minister 
and his supporters were violently as- 
sailed, and the crowds were worked 
up into a condition bordering on fren- 
zy. At this point the police, in force, 
intervened nncl broke the meetings 
up, not, however, without great diffi- 
etilty. 
' 


Later a crowd inarched to the resi- 


dence of Siffnor Crispi and made a 
demontratioD before it. Every oppro- 
brious term in the Italian language 
was hurled at him, but no attention 
was paid to the crowd by those in the 
house. Then the mob marched to the 
offices of the newspapers that support 
the government and shattered tbe 
windows with stones, bricks and clubs. 
In driving the rioters away, several 
Ml icemen were quite severely injured. 


A Milan dispatch states that there 


:ias been another collision there be- 
tween the police and citizens. The 
police used their swords and wounded 
nine persons. 


Further adviceb were received,,yes- 


terday from the Italian headquarters 
in Abyssinia. These show that large 
bodies of troops, who were supposed 
to have perished in the rout of the 
Italian forces last Sunday, are now 
coming into the Italian camp. The 
Shoans did not follow in pursuit of 
the retreating Italians. 


The troops attribute their stampede 


to the fact that the Askaris (native 
troops), under Gen. Arimondi, turned 
in the face of the enemy and rushed 
back upon their supports. The Abys- 
sinians followed them in such hot 
haste that they became hopelessly 
mingled with the Italians so that they 
all became packed in a defile, neither 
being able to deploy. The consequence 
was that there was a general panic 
among the Italian troops. 


CLEVELAND IS ANGRY.

Italy, though a rainstorm cleared the 
streets of the capital. At Milan a large 
mob marched through the principal 
streets, yelling execrations ou Criapi, 
calling for the exoneration of General 
Baritie.-i. 


The mob went to the railroad station 


to prevent the departure of the army 
reserves, but anticipating trouble, the 
authorities kept them in the barracks 
and sent a regiment of infantry to guard 
the station. The mob tried to break 
into tbe depot and a sharp encounter 
followed, in which the military and 
police were atoned and the mob pricked 
with bayonet*.

entire were adopted without opposition^

"It hoc been proved within tbe past 
three yean that the people are waiting 
for the microbes of Democracy to die.

I 
have not much towy aboat Mr. Cle*»- 
land There is one good point about 
him and tbat is his architecture; I have 
been mistaken for bin myself. Some 
say that the hard times are due to 
the 
failure of UM 
Barring Bros. 


Some of you Decatur people might say 
it waa due to your Union depot But 
we mast have some true cance for it. 
We know that we formerly lived under 
the McKinley law and had prosperity. I 
voted for that bill and it lost me my seat 
in congress, but I have never been cow- 
aid enough to apologize for doing it. 
There aru three great principles in that 
bill. The first is that we charge a tariff 
on all imports which are the same as we 
make in this country. The foreigner pays 
half the wages tbat we do and when be 
brings his goods here he must )>»y us 
what he should have paid to his labor- 
ers. The second principle is thai, some 
things must come in the country free. 
Tea, coffee, sugar and spices which we. 
cannot produce in this country but 
which we want to use, we allow to be 
brought here free. A tariff on sugar 
means a tax on the breakfast table bf 
every woikiug man and millionaire in 
tbe country. To encourage home man- 
ufacturers we gave a bounty on sugar. 
The third principle is tho great doctrine 
of reciprocity. An illustration «f this: 
Germany was seeding us beet sagarand 
we charged no tariff but she flould not 
admit our beef and pork free. 
Cuba 


imported us sugar but wanted to charge 
us tariff on our wheat and flour. We 
said that if they did not admit our pro- 
ducts free we would charge them a 
tariff. In short when any country dis- 
criminates against us we discriminate 
against them. These are the three great 
principles of the McKinley bill but they 
were repealed by the Wilson bill, and 
only because they were introduced and 
made laws by the Republicans and not 
the Democrats. As it ia now every na- 
tion is able to discriminate against us 
and we are unable to retaliate. 


"The trouble with our Democratic 


brethren ia that they have begun at tbe 
wrong end; they haven't got the right 
theory. They spend money in other 
places to help this country and to aid 
the working men of God's country they 
employ men in other countries to do 
the same work. In answer to this tbe 
Democrats would use their favorite ex- 
pression and ask if this country is not 
able to compete with other nations of 
the world. Yes, we are able to compete 
with any of them but we will choose 
the ground of competition. We will 
meet them on the high seas in defense 
of the flag, we will compete with them 
in agriculture, ait or music, but we 
wrll not allow tbe American laborer to 
meet on the same ground with tbe 
poorly paid laborers of .kings and czars. 
I will give you an illustration of the 
hen-headedness of this administration. 
I once fed lighted fire-crackers to a hen. 
She would pick one up and let it ex- 
plode, and then take another and tbe 
same thing would happen. That is the 
way the people are; they are so hen- 
headed that they forget what their 
fathers learned and vote so they are 
burned by the same fire cracker their 
fathers picked up. I want to say that 
when Uiover Cleveland went fishing 
three years ago he caught more euckera 
than he ever did before. This way of 
dciog has taken money out of the 
country. We have bought our clothes 
from England and 
they have the 


money and we have the rage. During 
the past year 194,000,000 has gone to 
other countries for wool. And still they 
wonder where all tbe money goes. They 
tell you that the way to help the work- 
ing man is to buy the things they make 
from some other country. They call 
wool raw material, but it is not. Noth- 
ing that is produced by man's labor, 
from a needle to a haystack, is raw ma- 
terial. Coal, when it IB in the mine, is 
raw material; but when it is brought 
out it is no longer raw material, for it 
represents man's labor. It is worse 
than childish to call wool raw material, 
for it represents the work of the farmer. 
They call hubs and spokes raw malarial. 
Imagine raw hubs growing on trees 
where you could shake them off! 1 
think there are about 300 pounds of raw 
material in the White House that gees 
out this time. 


"There are other reasons why tbe ad- 


ministration oughtfto quit. Never until 
about tbe last three months have they 
stood for what we consider the corner 
stone of the country, tbe Monroe Doc- 
trine. Cleveland's action in the Ha- 
waiian matter was against it. But when 
tbe Venezuela affair comes up Cleve- 
land hears a third term bee buzzing in 
bis bonnet. He had been feeding beef 
steak to the British lion, wbile we had 
liver and a dash of bacon now and 
then. But when the election draws near, 
he goes to the Lion with a map of Ven- 
ezuela in his hands and twists his tail. 
Now imagine Cleveland as the com- 
mander in chief of tbe army and navy, 
wearing the uniform that Grant wore, 
and standing on the steps of the White 
House crying "Bring forth my substi- 
tute." 
I insist that any man In the 


country who believes in the maintain- 
ance of the Monroe Doctrine, must be 
dissatisfied with what bas been done. 
Remember the 82 years, from Lincoln to 
Morrison, when the nation was engulfed 
in war, and not a foot of American land 
was acquired by king or nation of the 
old world. I attack the administration 
on account of Its action to the old 
soldiers. Thousands nave been cut off 
without a trial and have been driven to 
the poor bouse, suicide or the- insane 
asylum. Nothing ia so* degrading to the 
country as to have the old soldiers go to 
tne poor house. 
I bod rather an the 


money in the country Were thrown into 
the sea than to see one honored soldier 
stand dishonored in the street holding 
in his hands the broken promise* mode 
by Lincoln. No Republican ever sold a 
litre, and no Republican ever find on 
the flag or ordered it drawn down. 
Every general law tbat has been drawn 
to help the old soldier or protect hi* 
widow or orphan bas been signed by a 
Republican president. 


"It don't make any diffeience which

The local markets will be pretty well 


stocked with vegetables to-morrow and 
it will not be difficult to find plenty to 
make a good Sunday dinner. 
Moat all 


of tbe green things are shipped here 
from warmer places, and very little is 
now supplied from this part of the state. 
Tomatoes will be sold for 6 cents each. 
They are rather small and are DOC equal 
in flavor to those grown later in the 
season. Spring onions and radishes sell 
for 5 cents a bunch, and pie plant for 5 
and 10 cents. Lettuce which is of a 
good quality will be on sale at 5 cents a 
bunch and fairly good celery at 5 cents 
a stalk. Beets sell for 20 cente^nd tur 
nips for IS cents a peck.and osbb&see at 
4 cents a pourd. New potatoes of a 
good size and quality can be bought for 
60 cents per peck. Pineapples, bright, 
from 20 to 30 cents each, and oranges all 
the way from 10 cents to 50 cents a 
dozen. Eggs sell for 15 cents per dozen 
or two dozen for 23 cents. iCgge usually 
at this time of year cannot be bought 
for lees that 25 cents per dozen, and lest 
year they were even higher. The sup- 
ply has been equal to tbe demand all 
winter and tbe price still remains low.

HISTORY OF CRIPPLE CREEK. 
Elaborate Work on the Gold Finding! TSMM 
Imed by the Oeological Survey. 


A revolution of methods of the United 


States geological survey is shown in the 
elaborate monogrnph on the Cripple 
Creek mining industries just issued as 
the result of scientific research by ex- 
perts promptly pursued. Over 200 folio 
pages, illustrated with 40 photographs 
ind maps make the publication unusual- 
ly attractive, though a great portion of 
the text is wholly for the technical 
reader. 


The history of gold finds in the Crip- 


ple Creek district began in 1ST4, when a 
geological survey attache found speci- 
mens and a rush was made for the field, 
which, however, shortly collapsed. Ten 
years later a salted claim brought 5,000 
prospectors to the spot, but not until 
the spring of 1892 did the discovery of 
rich bodies of ore make the district fa- 
mous and give the town in 3 894. a flour- 
ishing population of 10,000 people, with 
water supply from the foot-brills -of 
Pike's Perik and all the comforts of a 
modern city. The gold production has 
been over $7,000,000 In three years. 


TO MAKE (HENS LAY. 


A ToDDg Englishman Would Put Them 


on a Treadmill. 


A new and ingenious scheme to mak<! 


hens lay has been discovered by Herbert 
Demands, a young Englishman, says 
the St. Louis Republic. His idea. Is to 
make these domestic bipeds "walk thi; 
treadmill" until they fulfill their dee- 
tiny. 


His machinery consists of what he 


calls a "hen run." 
It is a sort of Mid- 


way Plnisance for poultry and is ar 
ranged on the plan of n miniature tread 
mill. When the hen has been in this 
treadmill for the required period and 
has delivered an egg, the weight of the 
egg acts upon a spring and the hen in 
liberated and permitted to enjoy life 
in the "run." Necessarily but one hen 
can be experimented with at a time 
As all hens scratch, IJeYnands believea 
that the time will come when theli 
claws will be fitted \vith rubber stamps, 
which will mark the time each egg Is 
laid.
